Rural Phones 
Are Increased 


8,000 New Units Are 
Installed In State 
The Michigan Bell 
Telephone 
company furnished rural telephone 
service to more than 8,000 new 
customers during 1950. 
With the placement of new fa­ 
cilities, which included the instal­ 
lation of more than 3,000 circuit- 
miles of “open wire,” Michigan 
Bell was still unable to meet the 
unprecedented demand for service 
in rural areas. On the company’s 
waiting list at the end of the year 
were some 4,500 potential users. 
While demand for service over­ 
ran the company’s ability to erase 
entirely the rural telephone wait­ 
ing list, Michigan Bell was able to 
pare nearly 1,000 from the “held 
order” figure which the company 
faced at the end of 1949. 
Although the company closed 
the year with a 
substantial in­ 
crease in the number of users to 
whom service was furnished, the 
prospects for further expansion of 
rural facilities are not too certain 
in the face of the new national 
emergency,” said Hans P. An- 
dreason, Michigan Bell’s farm tele­ 
phone manager. 
“During World War II, Michi­ 
gan Bell furnished facilities to 79 
military and 86 war-production 
establishments and is again mak­ 
ing preparations to meet similar 
demands in the new emergency. 
Millions of dollars of new capital 
will be required to meet thesa 
needs and the continued demand 
by civilian users,’” Andreason said. 
In urgent circumstances, 
some 
rural costomers 
were 
furnished 
service by being placed on a party 
line which was already at best- 
service capacity but the “over­ 
loading” was mandatory. In these 
cases, even though they affected a 
small percentage of rural custom­ 
ers, the company “continued with 
every effort to reduce the figure.”

About a year ago two men were 
sent to Africa to set up m achin­ 
ery and to start production, after 
first getting their training at the 
Algoma plant. When cutting was 
begun, Carl Wheeler, formerly of 
Algoma, was sent there to take 
charge of the cutting. 
Korina has been m anufactured 
In Algoma for about four 
years, 
but up to this time the logs were 
^hipped to the United States from 
Africa anti cut into veneer in this 
country. Shipping the logs had its 
disadvantages in that 
determ in­ 
ing w hat’s inside a log is practic­ 
ally impossible until 
the

that,

logs were brought over only to 
be found unsatisfactory for face 
veneer.

They arc w hat are know n as 
depression babies— born during the nadir 
of the depression in 1932.

about six inches deep,

Through all the ages the idea of parting 
has filled nien with sadness and forebod­ 
ing, One’s last wish has ever been a sort of 
prayer for divine inoteetion and guidance. 
"God be witii you ti*ll we meet again,” 
is the thought that is still expressed in 
one’s last good wishes. The Latin ad Douni, 
"to God’’ (I commend you to God), is pre- 
seivcd in the Froneli adieu, 
the Italian 
adio, and the Spanish adios. In German the 
wish is wordt'd thus; Gchcn Sic mil Colt, 
‘ go Ilion with God." 
In English, "goodby” has so long pre- 
vnileci that one seldom thinks of the word 
as invoking divine protection, It has come 
to be simiily* a parting word with as little 
actual meaning as its opposite "hello.” Yet, 
goodby originally was a sort of prayer. It 
evolved thus: God be with ye; God be wi 
ye; God bw ’ ye; Bod bwye; Good-bye; and 
good-by 
The word "speed" once meant "to fare 
well, to prosper."

New Astatine May 
Help To Control 
Typhoid Activity 


SA N FRANCISCO— (ZP) — Ex­ 
perim ents indicating that astatine, 
one of the last of 
the 
chemical 
elem ents to be discovered, might 
becom e a powerful chem ical agent 
for the control of excessive thy­ 
roid activity, were reported by a 
U niversity of California scientist. 
A statine is a distant chemical 
relative of iodine, and like iodine 
it accumulates 
in 
the 
thyroid 
gland whenever it is fed to or in­ 
jected into an animal. It is a ra­ 
dioactive substance. The radioac­ 
tivity is what destroys the thy­ 
r o id tissues. 
Dr. Joseph G. 
Hamilton, 
uni­ 
versity of California expert on the 
m edical use of 
radioactive 
ma­ 
terials, treated rats experim ent­ 
ally w ith this new substance. He 
found that it caused terrific de­ 
struction of the rat thyroids. The 
results were reported today to the 
U niversity 
of 
California dental 
alumni association. 
Radioactive iodine also is a kill­ 
er of thyroid tissues and in some 
instances now is being used in­ 
stead of surgery to reduce the size 
of that gland and 
thus 
combat 
hyperthyroidism. 
But sometimes 
the iodine-treated thyroid starts 
growing again, resulting in a re­ 
currence of excessive thyroid ac­ 
tivity. 
A statine can destroy rat thyroid 
tissues so thoroughly that they 
cannot recover, Dr. Hamilton said. 
W hether astatine can be used 
on hum ans in stubborn cases of 
hyperthyroidism remains to be de­ 
term ined, Dr. Hamilton said. It 
has been tried so far only on rats 
and m onkeys.

59 Years ol Steady Service 
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Gen. O’Donnell’s Talk 
Plays Into Reds’ Hands

WASHINGTON —If 
Moscow 
had prepared it for one of the 
Soviet’s propaganda 
broadcasts, 
the interview 
given 
by 
Major 
General Em m ett (Rosie) O’Don­ 
nell couli. not have served better 
the purposes of World Commun­ 
is. 
Above all, the 
timing 
was 
ideal from the Russian 
point of 
view. 
The O’Donnell interview came 
just as the United States delega 
tion at Lake Success was trying 
to persuade 
reluctant 
delegates 
of Asian and European countries 
to go along with the resolution 
declaring Communist 
China 
an 
aggressor. 
These 
delegates, 
or 
rather their respective countries, 
9re fearful thht the initial resolu­ 
tion is m erely the first step lead­ 
ing to 
unlimited 
conflict 
with 
China. 
So along comes the general and 
in his brash, gay way says that 
we m ust drop the atomic bomb 
on China. He is just back from 
the Far East Bombing Command. 
He is a professional soldier, pre­ 
sumably. Yet he talks about high 
policy, telling the world that this 
is already a global war. 
Arouses Asia’s Hate 
Moreover, 
it is 
the 
way 
in 
which he put it that makes it so 
useful propaganda-wise to Com­ 
munist imperialism. Undoubtedly 
it is going out day and night on 
hundreds 
of 
Russian-controlled 
transm itters. 
‘‘They’ll understand 
the 
lash 
when it’s put to them,” says Gen­ 
eral O’Donnell. 
Here for every Asian is a pic­ 
ture of the bent back submitted 
to the lash of the white master. 
For Asians everywhere, and not 
just alone the handful of Com­ 
munists that have China in a ty­ 
rannical grip, this is the old col­ 
onialism in a new atomic form. 
The reluctance of many of the 
U. N. delegates has been based on 
the fear that the first 
step— de­ 
claring China an 
aggressor — 
would 
lead 
to 
precisely 
what 
General O'Donnell was 
talking 
about. That is to say, an unlim it­ 
ed war w ith atomic bombs which 
would spread the 
utmost 
chaos 
and destruction in Asia and end 
after an 
indefinite 
period 
of 
years with the implacable hatred 
of all of Asia for the West. 
It is here, in my opinion, that 
the responsibility falls on 
those 
advocating 
aggressive 
action 
against China to show how' such 
action can stop short of just this 
result. If there are many military 
men who believe as he does. Then 
the pressure for use of what Gen­ 
eral O’Donnell calls “the ultimate 
weapon” is bound to grow. 
With even a few atomic bombs 
it would be possible to wipe out 
most of China’s industry, her port 
facilities and her cities. 
Such a 
prospect must 
surely 
give 
the 
ardent, advocates of Chiang Kai- 
shek some little pause. 
For it is 
hard to imagine Chiang welcom­ 
ed back to the Chinese mainland 
after his friend and ally had per­ 
petrated the vast slaughter which 
such bombing would mean. 
Setback for Peace 
The irresponsible 
interview Is 
likely to set back the efforts of 
the ll. S. delegation at Lake Suc­ 
cess. It will be used to the fullest 
extent in the delegates’ lounge by 
those w’ho want to discredit Am­ 
erican intentions. 
Great Britain and Western Eu­ 
rope will follow reluctantly 
the 


American lead on the China re 
solution. To go against it would 
be to arouse congressional opin 
ion of the sort that talks about 
penalizing Europe for any show 
of “appeasement” in 
Asia. 
The 
plan of unified defense 
for 
the 
North Atlantic nations would be 
jeopardized, if not lost. 
But the new talk of use of the 
atomic bomb 
will 
spread 
fresh 
doubts and stir new political cur­ 
rents in Europe. 
The 
pressures 
will quickly build up for resist­ 
ing what will seem to be an Am­ 
erican plan 
for 
total 
w ar 
on 
China. 
No responsible official, so far 
as I have been able to learn, har­ 
bors any such plan. Nevertheless 
it seems to me that 
an 
official 
statem ent from either the presi­ 
dent or the secretary 
of 
state 
should state the lim it of Ameri­ 
can intentions. It should at 
the 
very least 
define 
the 
present 
scope of our policy, even though 
it is clearly recognized that later 
events may make it impossible to 
stay within such a limited fram e­ 
work. And it therefore would go 
a long way toward reassuring op­ 
inion both at home and abroad. 
General O’Donnell has 
a de­ 
served reputation as one of 
the 
outstanding leaders in the bomb­ 
ing field. The pity 
is 
that 
so 
frequently our skilled and 
able 
professional soldiers stray in an 
undisciplined fashion into 
fields 
where they have no business 
at 
all and where their lack of know­ 
ledge and understanding is pain­ 
fully evident. If the chief of the 
U. S. delegation 
to the 
U. N., 
W arren Austin, should give an in­ 
terview telling the bomber com­ 
mand how to conduct operations, 
it would be good 
for a one-day 
laugh. But this is just w hat Gen­ 
eral O’Donnell has done when he 
essays to make Far Eastern poli­ 
tical-m ilitary policy. The 
result 
in this instance, 
however, 
hap­ 
pens to be pretty serious.

Replace 80 People 
Counting Old Money 


WASHINGTON — (ZP) — The 
government will soon substitute 
machines for people in the job of 
counting paper money so badly 
worn it is retired from circulation. 
The step will save taxpayers 
about $250,000 a year, the govern­ 
ment estimates. 
The national bureau of stand­ 
ards 
developed 
the 
automatic, 
electronic counting machines. The 
treasury will install 25 of them to 
replace 80 people who have been 
counting the old currency by hand. 
The standards bureau’s “elec­ 
tronic 
currency 
counters” 
can 
count 30,000 pieces of paper mon­ 
ey an hour. 
Mostly $1 Bills 
Removing worn-out bank notes 
from circulation before substitut­ 
ing new ones involves redemption 
of about eight tons of currency ev­ 
ery day. The bulk—about $5,000,- 
000 w orth—consists of $1 
bills, 
and it is these bills that the ma­ 
chines are to count. 
New paper money has been m a­ 
chine-counter for many years, but 
not the worn-out notes, which are 
wrinkled and dog-cared. Occasion­ 
ally, single, torn notes are gummed 
together. Counting them has been

Old money deemed unfit for cir­ 
culation is returned to the trea­ 
sury by the federal reserve banks 
in stacks of IOO notes, cut in half 
i lengthwise. The packets are count­ 
ed at the treasury to double-check 
that each contains exactly IOO half 
notes, and is therefore okay for 
destruction by burning. 
With the electronic counter in 
use, the only human activity re­ 
quired will be to place packets of 
the old bills on an inclined trough 
before the machine, and turn on 
the machine. 
Separated By Air 
The machine will pull each pac­ 
ket to it with a metal finger and 
spread the outer edges of the notes 
against a curved metal plate. A 
spindle will then rotate the ends 
of the notes while a jet of air 
separate 
the 
notes 
from the 
packet. 
The counting will be done by us­ 
ing an electronic sensing device 
consisting of a beam of light and 
a photoelectric system. 
As 
the 
notes are unfurled, interrupting 
the beam of light, the photo-elec­ 
tric tube will 
count 
them by 
sensing interruptions of the beam. 
There’s one 
slight catch. The 
machine will just count the num­ 
ber of half-bills. It can’t detect 
denominations. So if a federal re­ 
serve bank makes a mistake and 
binds up half a $2 bill in a packet 
of $ l’s, the machine won’t detect 
the error.

Handicaps are the expense of lead 
and its possible scarcity in quan­ 
tities enough for civil defense. 
The wiggly bricks are made in 
two sizes—one the size of an or­ 
dinary house brick, and the other 
half that big.

Dwight D. Eisenhower, when reports pointed to his appointment as 
Supreme Commander of the 12-nation North Atlantic defense force. 
Eisenhower has already made his mark as one of America’s great soldiers. 
A graduate of West Point, the Texas-born fighter won the Distinguished 
Service Medal in World War I for “ unusual zeal and marked ability in the 
organization, and preparation of technical troops of the tank c o rp s." Like 
other Regular Army officers, he saw service in various posts in the U.S. 
and the Panama Canal Zone. From 1935 to 1940 he was assistant to Gen. 
D ou g la s MacArthur in the Philippines. He established a reputation as 
tactician when he was chief of staff of the "blue arm y" in the 1941 Louisi­ 
ana maneuvers. 
World War ll brought him his greatest honors. He headed the expeditionary 
force to North Africa in 1942, and le ss than two years later, as Supreme 
Commander of the Allied Expeditionary Force, gave the fateful word that 
started the Anglo-American invasion of Europe~one of the biggest gambles 
in military history. 
A few months after the war, he was elevated to the Army's top position 
of Chief of Staff. In 1948 he took his farewell salute and followed into 
civilian life the millions of former G l ’s he commanded. He assumed the 
presidency of Columbia University. Now, at 60, he’s prepared once more to 
don the uniform.

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Federal Beef 
Grades Revised 
Does your butcher sell graded 
beef? If so, you have likely no­ 
ticed some changes in the grades 
featured in his beef advertise­ 
ments or on the beef display signs 
in his store, according to G. N. 
Motts, marketing 
specialist 
at 
Michigan State College. The re­ 
vised federal beef grades became 
effective December 29, 1950. 
The new beef standards are 
more practical because they de­ 
scribe the different qualities of 
beef more accurately, and they 
match consumer preference more 
closely, Motts said. Federal meat 
grading is not 
compulsory, 
but 
homemakers who buy from mer­ 
chants who do handle graded beef 
should be acquainted with the new 
beef standards in order 
to 
buy 
more wisely. The new grades for 
the fresh meat cuts, in their order 
of quality, are “Prime,” “Choice,” 
“Good,” “Commercial” and “Utili­ 
ty.” 
Grading 
Since less than one per cent of 
all beef met the former require­ 
ments for the ‘Prime” grade, the 
new “Prime” grade includes all 
beef formerly classified as “Prime” 
and “Choice.” “Prime” beef will 
now amount to about 15 per cent 
of all beef sold in fresh form. 
Beef formerly sold as “Good” 
is now 
graded 
“Choice.” 
Like 
“Prime” beef, the new “Choice” 
grade is a high quality product— 
jucy, tender and well flavored, but 
somewhat leaner and less marbled 
with fat than “Prime” beef. Close 
to 30 per cent of the fresh beef 
supply meets the new “Choice” 
grade standard. 
The old “Commercial” grade in­ 
cluded two distinct types of beef. 
About half was beef from young 
steers and heifers, the other half 
from cows These two 
qualities 
are new separated into two grades. 
The new “Good” grade includes 
tho beef from the younger cattle, 
while the new “Commercial” grade 
now applies only to the meat from 
the older cattle. 
Economical Cuts 
These new “Good” and “Com­ 
mercial” grades 
will 
supply 
a 
wide selection of economical cuts. 
Cuts from the less tender “Com­ 
mercial” beef 
require 
different 
cooking methods to be at their 
best. When suitably prepared these 
two grades of beef provide actual 
food value comparable to the more 
expensive 
grades. 
The 
revised 
‘ Good” and “Commercial” grades 
each represent about 20 per cent 
cf the fresh beef sales. 
No change was made 
in 
the 
standards for “Utility” beef, which 
represents close to 15 per cent of 
the fresh beef sales. The remain­ 
ing two grades of beef, “Cutter” 
and “Canner,” are used for vari­ 
ous processed meat foods rather 
than for carcass cuts sold in re­ 
tail stores.
